Morse took it for a bowl of milk. 


The superintendent, missing 
Morse, 


went to look for him and found him 
writhing on the floor in agony. Doc- 
tors were summoned in a hurry, biit 
although every assistance was offered 
Morse died shortly after. 


Morse had been in the home some 


time and was without 
any relatives. 


He was a favorite on account of the 
care with which lie treated all animals, 
and an object of wonder.on account of 
the control he seemed to possess over 
them.

Gives Statistics 
of Marriage 


and Divorce (or 20 Years 


The bureau of the census has just 


completed a compilation of the gta- 
Italics of marriage and divorce cover- 
ing a period of twenty 
years 
from 


18S7 
to 1906, inclusive. 
This 
Is the 


second statistical investigation of this 
character authorized by the 
federal 


government, the earlier Inquiry being 
carried out through the agency of the 
department (now 
bureau) 
of 
labor, 


undor 
the 
direction of Carroll 
D. 


Wright, who was then commissioner of 
labor, Mr. Wright has also been asso- 
ciated with the present inquiry, act- 
ing as an expert special agent o£ the 
census bureau. 
The detailed 
report 


presenting the results of tho present 
Inquiry, and including also 
a 
sum- 


marization of ilgures presented In the 
former report, which is now 
out 
of 


print. Is In press; but in the meantime 
the Census bureau has issued a bulle- 
tin, 
prepared by Joseph A. Hill, which 


presents a summary of the results of 
lllc Inquiry with as much detail as will 
probably bo desired 
by the 
general 
public. 


Twelve Million Marriages 


The total number of marriages re- 


corded during the twenty years 
from 


1S87 
to 1306, Inclusive, was 12,832,014. 


The number 
annually

creased from 483,069 in the year 1887 
to 853,250 In the year 1306. 
The in- 


crease year by year was by no means 
uniform. The marriage rate Is quickly 
responsive to

conditions. A small Increase shown for

succeeding year reflect the Influence of 
tho panic of 1S92, and normal condi- 
tions do not appear to have been re- 
ft, 1la In fho matrimonial market un- 
II the year 1893.

1,000,000 Marital Failures 


The total number of divorces renorl- 


ed for the 30 years, 1887 to 1905 inclu- 
sive, was 945,6^5. For the earlier in- 
vestigation, covering the 20 years 1867 
to iSsi, inclusive, the number reported 
was 328,71.1. or hardly more tlitm one- 
thiro ot in* number recorded hi the 
second £0 y«u's. At the b^-jinvin^ of 
the 40 year peiiod, covered by the two 
investigations, divorces occurred at the 
rate of 10,000 a year; at the end of 
that period the annual number was 
about 66,000. This Increase, however, 
must be considered In connection with 
increase in copulation. 


An increase of 30-rer cent, in popula- 


tion between' the y.ears 1S70 nnd 1SSO 
was accompanied by an increase of 79

Repeatedly have we called attention fo the advisability of paying more 


attention to farming and gardening as a means of supplementing the in- 


. dustnes in which we are now engaged. Time was 
when Now England 


abounded with small slaughter houses in which the fanners had their beeves 
killed and prepared for the market. These slaughter houses gradually dis- 
appeared with the growth of (he trusts and the cattle ranches of the west 
but so high bas the price of meat gone under trust control that it would 


BOW pay the farmers lo have their cattle killed at home, to raise pork and 
poultry to supply the market. 
With oats at 75 cents per bushel there is 


certainly an opporfunty to mnko money on that commodity so necessary for 
cattle and poultry. 


There is no longer any reason 
why productive farms 
should bo 


abandoned, inasmuch as (ha prices for 
all farm produce have rarely 


ateraged as high as at present, while some articles of farm produce such as 
beef and poultry are higher perhaps than ever before. 
With the price of 


fresh eggs from 50 cents to 00 cents a dozen the poultry farmer is certainly 
leaping a rich harvest. 


These few items are mentioned only to show the upward trend in the 


farming business. Scientific fanning is now as good 
as 
most 
kinds of 


mdnufacluring. If properly done farming will pay and no business will pay 
•\eiy long if not properly conducted. 


The prosperity of the farming business is a protection against the busi- 


ness depression that affects manufactures 
and 
commercial 
enterprises 


When a panic comes the farmer's business is the most secure of all. Nature 


- seldom fails to repay1 man for his toil. The riches of the earth, animal 
vegetable and mineral are incalculable, and it requires oul}- a little effort to 


turn them into money. Men are complaining of hard times while failing to 


a^a-f themselves,of the unlimited wealth that Nature holds for those who 
ieek it. 


While the farmers of Massachusetts and New England have every 


reason to redouble their efforts, there is also good reason why artisans 


, mechanics, mill operatives and others should take up tructs of waste land 


and cultivate them in order to have a supply of fresh vegetables of various 
linds during the summer and autumn. 


^ 
In this way the man who works in the factory for nine or even ten 


hours a day can find time enough <o cultivate a plot of ground sufficient to 
raise an abundant supply of beans, lettuce, celery, cabbage and potatoes. 
Thus, too, any industrious man can supplement his weekly enruings and at 
ihe same time improve his health, for after being shut up in tho factory the 
greater part of the day ihe exercise of tilling a little garden cannot fail to 
be beneficial to his health unless he be physically weak. This is the season 
for the men who have any leisure time for supplementary work to select 
a piece of waste land for tillage. There is plenty of such land in the out- 
skirts of the city. Many men can find it near to their homes, and if in ad- 
dition to fruit and vegetables they also cultivate flowers, they will do much 
to promote the good tasfc, the cheerfulness and the happiness of their

When an ambitious youth gets soiae control in the bpetatiou of a bank 


he may be tempted fo draw upon the funds of the bank to promote private 
speculations of his own.

From the bank president down, it is, therefore, necessary that there 


shall be an overseeing eye to guard against lapses into what may bo termed 


Dangerous violations of (he law. 
In some cases even 
the most 
trusted 


bank officials have gone wrong, and this is why all must be closely watched 
in the manner suggested by Comptroller Murray. 


When a bank official draws upon ihe funds of the bank 
for 
private 


speculation the interests o£ the bank arc in the utmost peril. If he wins. 
the profits go into his own pocket; if he loses the bank loses. 


When bonk officials live above their means it is plain that they arc 


eithci using other people's money or going in debt. It it 
well 
that Ihe 


directors keep close watch upon all employes and see that they are livim 
»rthm their means and arc men of temperate habits. Otherwise they shrink 
not be trusted. 


The unwillingness of inspectors and directors to do anything that in ihi 


^ /Jeast degree would indicate a lack of confidence in the employes of tht 
I* bank, is one of Ihe worst obstacles to the detection of wrong-doing and dis- 


ionosty. It is for Ihis reason thai bank inspectors do not inspect, and foi 


IE reason slso that bank directors do not direct. 
The cashier, the teller 


the president is a prominent church member, a man of Ihe most 


y character, and nobody would ever think of questioning his hone 


his integrity. 


But the director or (he inspector is not doing his duly when lie allows 
delicacy or sentiment to prevent the most careful examination. Tiie\ 
not to take anything for granted. It is their business to see for them- 


that the affairs of the bank are all right and that employes of th 
ire doing their full duty and nothing else.
